Hilt iliere are yet other worlds to 
coniiuer. The pioneer huntsman is 
today becoming the fiend of nature 
in countries other than you may know.

The fjreat broad west with it-^ limad 
space is rooting the dawn of a new 
oountry— one fast baooning the ob- 
ject of ilie land hantar, and habiu- 
tion of pioneers.

Did you ever meet in your journey 
the music box of the prairies -the 
cayote'f If you have you know bet- 
ter than 1 can tell you how they send 
tbeir penetrating si|uakiug h o w I s 
tlirmiL'li these hills in the evening 
and early iu the morning. They have 
a haunting sound to ma whan walk- 
int.' alone to school of mornings. It 
makes me imagine something of the 
proverbal "wolf-at-tha-door" talaa ot 
(ierman lore, 

I often think that we oould quite 
successfully maintain a prairie mena- 
garie. It would be an interesting 
collection of jack rabbits, cotton-tails, 
cayotes, rattle snakes, prairie dogs, 
hawks of various kinda, trananlaa and 
knnks. 

To us this is a country of wonder- 
ful possibilities mora than T aan tall 



yon at this writing under the efforts 
of the "man with the hoe" it is dc- 
valoplng rapidly.

for the larger opportunities that are 
supposed to be • part of town and city 

life.

rcsponsibihty to have thrust upon mc to

The first and most natural impulse in 
the c.-ise of the young girl who wants 
to leave h'lme and venture among stran- 
gers is to warn and counsel her not to 
do so, but— will this advice be heeded? 
I hard I V think so, for human nature de- 
lights m actfaig contrai^ to all advice 
that disagrees with inclination. Conse- 
quently, It Is well to (jualify whatever 
advice is given by urging those deter- 
mined to go not to do so until they have 
equipped themselves for the venture by 
learning somt trade or profcsskm that 
will aamrt them of employoMnt and sup- 
port from the start. Here the advan- 
tages of the correspondmea Khools 
shine ont as beacon wMs. One need 
not cfosfl ona*! door ilH to learn any- 
thing, from cooking to tngiMtring. 
from dresamiklng to aidMactura. Uncle 
Sam's free mafl dcUvarjr 'brings the 
school right to yonr kome firesiot. and 
dweltcrs w the remotest, loneliest farm- 
kotMt can enjoy the individual instruc- 
tkm of die werkra nest teachers in every 
line of homan endeavor and knowledge. 

To the young girl whoia ambition 
lies cityward these corres p ondence 
schools open the way to secure such 
knowledge and skill as may serve to 
guide and save the frail bark from 
wreckage in the great whirlpool of the 
cities and tnable her to find a parma- 
net anchoraga in pleasing and kterativr 
work. 

There are so many courses taugitt in 
branches that are open to women that 
personal inclination and native ability 
are usually the best guides to selection 
Shorthand is a favorite study and a well- 
paid profession for those who have the 
necessary proficiency in spelling, gram- 
mar and punctuation. Salarita rsngr 
from tight to twenty-five dolhira weekly, 
for, curiously enougk. these professions 
of ihortkand and booMceping, once re- 
garded aa bdonging exdusiveiy to men. 
and now subject to the keen compel i 
tion of men, are not nearly so well paid 
as the portly ftmiolnt work of either 
millinery or dressmaking. It is hard to 
explain this, except by the fact that there 
are nowaday* two aspirants for ofhce 
work where tbtfC I* one who turns to 
he lAUc for • Ihrtlihood.

I am personally acquainted with a 
niunl>er of country girls who are fo-d.iy 
rariiirik; fine sal.nrie-; ai trimmers. One 
receives seveiity-th c dolLirs per week 
the ye.ir rxiiiid. Il. r firm reiliTo-i lii r 
v.iliic and fc .ir to I< t I <. r off the pay- 
roll for a sin^.Ic. \M . I; Ir-it she bo 
tiircd by ';.)tr,e riv.il b - n'e. '1 hey sfiid 
her to Kiiro[ie twite a year, payiii^j her 
full salary and expenses. 

This is by no nte in; an exceptional or 
isolated ca^c, nor are such positions ccn- 
t.iied to great cities. Many establish- 
ments in smaller towns pay as high as 
tifty dollars per week for trimmers. 

Learning a trade like millinery at 
home gives the applicant for a position 
tmny very great advantages, and enables 
her at a leap to ftcp over the girl who 
applies f.-ir work as an ordinary appren- 
tice. Such apprentices give six months 
time free, without receiving one penny 
;vith which to pay for board, carfare- 
and other incidentals of life away froin 
home. The girl who takes a correspond 
ence course at home has none of these 
expenses. .She can adjii^t her hours of 
study to suit her own . miveiiieiice, and 
'he can, if at all clever, bcKin to earn 
money almost from the very start by 
making over and trimming the halt of 
neijjhbors and friends. This gives her 
not only practical experience, but enables 
her, if asked in a city establishment, to 
say that she was in business for her- 
self, a statement that carries more 
weight with employers than is usually 
iniagiiie l ; because employers know that 
the person who has been in business for 
herself realises ibe value and necessity 
for economy in tbe use of nialrri ils, a 
necessity that tbe eiiiplnyff who bi 
never had to reckon up the cost of ma 
terials is apt to o verlook . _ 

It is a curious thing that many women 
who have the taste and patience to do 
the most elaborate rnibro-idfry have no 
knowledge whatever of millinery or 
dressmaking, both of which are, com- 
rarativ'ly speaking, much easier of ac- 
complishment and vastly mora profitable 
in point of money«aavint, aa iHl as 
money-earning. 

We all like pretty hats and frocks, and 
like lo have plenty of them; but ifhr 
we have no knowledge of how to ' 
ate pretty hats and dresses we can 
orcuionally indulge in the enjoym< 
ol new wearables. Every woman, no 
matter what her degree or station in bf 
should endeavor to secure a workii 
knowledge of bow fo <lo home 
and sewiiiK, even though «h. 
pectation or <lesire to 
thereby 'I lie saving fo 
and the '^.iti-^factioii o 
work will more than 
friniiit,' ei^anat ai 
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
